treat concerning the Conflicts or Battles of the Lord 
with the Hells, and of the Victories gained over them; 
or what is the ſame Thing,. which treat concerning 


the laſt Judgment executed by him whilit he was in the 


World, as alſo concerning the Paſfion, and the Glori- 
fication ef his Humanity, which are ſo numerous, that 


| vers they all adduced, they would fill many Pages. 
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Phat the Lord, by the Paſſion of the Croſs, did not 
take away Sims, but that be tore tham. 


15. HERE are ſome within the Church, who be- 
lieve the Lord took away Sins by the Pafſion 


of the Croſs, and appeaſed the Wrath of the Father, 


and thus Redeemed Mankind: Others believe that he 
transferred or took upon himſelf the Sins of thoſe who 
have Faith in him, and that he bore them, and caſt 
them into the Depth of the Sea, that is into Hell: In 
this Belief they confirm themſelves by the Werds of 
John concerning Jeſus, “ Behold the Lamb of God, 
* which taketh away the Sin of the World, John 1. 
29. and by the Words of the Lord in Iſaiah, He 
„% hath born our Difeaſes and carried our Sorrows, he 
« was wounded for our Tranſgreſſions, he was bruiſed 
, for our Iniquities; the Chaſtiſement of our Peace is 
upon him, and with his ſtripes we are healed; Ihe 
Lord hath laid on him the Iniquity of us all, he was 
« oppreſſed and he was afflicted, yet he opened not his 
e Mouth; he is brought as a Lamb to the Slaughter; 
© he was cut off out of the Land of the Living, for the 
„ 'Tranſgreflion. of my People was he ſtricken: And 
% he made his Grave with the Wicked, and with the 
« Rich in his Death: He ſhall ſee of the Travail of his 


4% Soul, and ſhall be fatisfied: By his Knowledge ſhall 


« he juttify many, for he ſhall bear their Iniquities 2 
1% He hath poured 6ut his Soul unto Death, and he was 
% numbered with the Tranſgreflors, and he bare the 
«© Sin of many, and made Iuterceſſion for Tranſgreſ- 
4% ſors,” Chap, liii. 4 to the End: Theſe Things are 
ſpoken concerning the Temptations and Paſſion of the 
Lord, where by taking away Sins and Diſeaſes, and. 
by laying on him the Injquities ef us all, is ſignified - 
the ſame I hing as is meant by carrying Sorrows and 

| Iniquities, 
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Iniquities. It may be expedient, therefore, firſt ts 
ſhew what is meant by carrying Iniquities, and after- 
wards what by removing or taking them away: Now 
by carrying Iniquities Nothing elſe is meant than to 
ſuſtain dire Temptations; alſo, to fuſfer the Jews to 
do unto him what they had done unto the Word: For 
the Church with the Jews was at that time wholly in a 
State of Devaſtation, in Conſequence of perverting all 
Things contained in the Word, inaſmuch that there 


was no Truth left unperverted, and therefore they 


could not acknowledge the Lord: This is ſignified, 
and is to be underſtood by all the Particulars relating to 
the Paſſion of the Lord. The Prophets were alſo treat- 
ed after the fame Manner, becauſe they repreſented the 
Lord with Reſpect to the Word, and conſequently 
with Reſpect to the Church; and the Lord was the real 


eſſential Prophet. That the Lord was the real eſſential 


Prophet, may appear from theſe Paſſages in the Word; 


1 Jeſus ſaid, A Prophet is not without Honour, fave 
« in his own Country, and in his own Houſe,” Mat- 


thew xiii. 57. Mark vi. 4. Luke iv. 24. Jeſus 


« ſaid, It cannot be that a Prophet periſh out of Jeru- 
£6 ſalem, Luke xili. 23s 25 They ſaid of Jeſus, He is 


« the Prophet of Nazareth,” Matthew xxi. 11. John 


7. 40. ** And there came Fear on all, and they glori- 
« fied God, ſaying, That a great Prophet is riſen up 
% amongſt us,” Luke vii. 16. Agreeing with what is 
declared by Moſes, ** A Prophet ſhalt be raiſed out of 
« the Midft of thy Brethren, whoſe Words ye ſhall - 
« obey,” Deut, xviii. 15 to 19. That the Prophets 
were treated in like manner as the Lord may appear 


from the following Circumſtances; Iſgiah the Prophet 
was enjoined (in Order that he might repreſent the 
State of the Church) “ to looſe the Sackeloth from off 


« his Loins, and to put off the Shoe from his Foot, 


4% and to walk naked and bare-footed three Years, for 


« Sign and Wonder, Iſaiah xx. 2, 3» Jeremiah 
| | | tae 
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the Prophet was commanded (in Order that he might 
repreſent the Church) * to buy him a Linen Girdle, 
© and put it upon his Loins, and not put it in Water; 
& und that he ſhould hide it in the Hole of a Rock near 
© the River Euphrates, and after many Days he found 
it rotten,” Jeremiah xiii. 1 to & The ſame Prophet 

_ alſo repreſented the State of the Church, in that“ he 
% was not to take a Wife in the Place he was in, nor 
go into the Houſe of Mourning, neither go to lament, 
4% nor enter into the Houſe of Feaſting,” 1 xvi. 
2, 5, 8. Ezekiel the Prophet was commanded (in 
Order that he might repreſent the State of the Church) 
e to take unto him a Barber's Razor, and cauſe it to 
„ paſs on his Head, and on his Beard; and afterwards 


% divide it, and that he ſhould burn the third Part of it 


& in the Midſt of the City with Fire, ſmite a third 
Part of it with a Knife, and ſcatter a third Part in the 
«© Wind; and that he ſhould take a few in Number and 
* bind them in his Skirts, then take of them again and 
% caſt them into the Midſt of the Fire, and burn them, 
Ezek. v. 1 to 4. The ſame Prophet was alſo com- 
manded (to the Intent that he might repreſent the State 
of the Church) ** to prepare him Stuff for removing, 
and remove into another Place in the Sight of the 
« Children of Iſrael; and that he ſhould bring forth 
„ his Stuff or Veſſels by Day, and that he ſhould 
& forth in the Evening through a Hole in the Wall z 
& that he ſhould cover his Face that he ſhould not ſee 
« the Ground, and that ſo he ſhould be a Sign unto the 
« Houſe of Ifrael, and ſhould fay, I am your Sign, like 
© as I have done, ſo ſhall it be done unto you,” Ezek, 


manded (in Order that he might repreſent the State of 
the Church) „to take unto him a Whore for a Wife, 
re and it is written that he alſo took one, and ſhe bare 
* him three Children, one of which was called, Jezreel, 
«« the other, I will no =—_ have Mercy, and the third, 


xli. 8 to 7, and 11. Hoſea the Prophet was alſo com- 


« Ye 
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* Ye are not my People;“ fee Hoſea i. 2 to 9. And 
-again it was commanded, that he ſhould ! go and love 
* a Woman beloved of her Friend, yet an Adultreis, 
% whom alſo he ſhould buy for fifteen Pieces of Silver, 
Hoſea iii. 1, 2. It was alfo further commanded 
Ezekiel the Prophet, (in Order that he might repreſent 
the State of the Church) that he ſhould “ take a Tile, 
and pourtray upon it the City Jeruſalem, and lay 
Siege againſt it, and build a Fort againſt it, and 
4% aſſault it, and that he ſhould put an Iron Pan between 
* him and the City, and that he ſhould lie on his left 
« Side, and afterwards on his right, three hundred 
* and ninety Days: Alſo, that he ſhould take Wheat, 
* Barley, Beans, Lentilcs, Millet and Fitches, and 
% make Bread thereof, which be ſhould then eat by 
& Meaſure, And alſo, that he ſhould cat it as Barley. 
« Cakes, and bake it with the Dung of Man; and be- 
4 cauſe he prayed that it might not be ſo, it was com- 
« manded him to make it with Cow's Dung,” Ezek. 
iv. 1 to 15. Other Prophets alſo repreſented the ſame, 
as Zedekiah, by the Horns of Iron that he made, 
1 Kings xxii. 11. And another Prophet, by that he 
was ſmitten and wounded, and put Aſhes on his Face, 
2 Kings xx. I, to 38. In general, the Prophets re- 
reſented the Word in it's ultimate Senſe; which is the 
nſe of the Letter, by a Garment of Hair; ſee Zech. 
xiii. 4; and in Reference to this, Elias was -clothed 
with ſuch a Coat, and was girt with a Girdle of Lea- 
ther about his Loins, 2 Kings i. 8. So alſo John the 
Baptiſt, who had his Raiment of Camels Hair, a Lea- 
thern Girdle about his Loins, and eat Locuſts and 
Wild Honey, Matt. iii. iv. From all whidh Circum- 
ſtances it appears, that the Prophets repreſented the 
State of the Church, and the Word; for whoſoever re- 
reſents the one, repreſents alſo the other, inaſmuch as 
the Church hath its Exiſtence from the Word, accord- 
ing to it's Reception in Life and Faith ; hence it is _ 
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by Prophets, wherever they are named in both Teſta- 


ments, is ſignified the Doctrine of the Church derived 


from the Word; but by the Lord, who is to be conſi- 
dered as the grand Prophet, is ſignified the Church it- 
ſelf, and the Word itſelf, | 


16. The State of the Church from the Word, thus 
repreſented in the Prophets, was what is underſtood by 
bearing the Iniquities and Sins of the People: That 


this is the Caſe, will appear from what is related con- 
cerning the Prophet Iſaiah, © That he went naked and 


« bare-footed three Years, for a Sign and Wonder,” 
Iſaiah xx. 2, 3; and concerning Ezekiel the Prophet, 


« That he carried out the Stuff or Veſſels for removing 


« through the Hole he had dug in the Wall, that he 
4% covered his Face, fo that he did not ſee the Earth, 


« and that thus he was for a Sign unto the Houſe af 


« [ſrae], and that he alſo ſaid, I am your Sign,” Ezek. 
Xii. 3 to 11. That this was to bear Iniquities, mani- 
feitly appears ſrom Ezekiel, when he was commanded 
to lie three hundred and ninety Days on his left Side, 


and forty Days on his right Side againſt Jeruſalem, and 


to eat Barley Cakes made of Cow's Dung, as it is thus 
written, Lie thou alſo upon thy left Side, and lay 


_ * the Iniquity of the Houſe of Iſrael upon it. For I have 


4% laid upon thee the Years of their Intquity, according 


* to the Number of three hundred and ninety Days, fo - 
« ſhalt thou bear the Iniquity of the Hauſe of Iſrael. And 


« when thou haſt accompliſhed them, lie again on 
« thy right Side, and thou halt bear the Iniquity of the 


« Houſe of Judah forty Days,” Ezek. iv. 4, 5, 6. 


Now although the Prophet did ſo bear the Iniquities of 
the Houſe of Ifrael and Houſe of Judah, it is plain that 
he did not thereby take them away, and ſo make ar 


Expiation for them, but only repreſented and ſhewed 


their States, as appears from the following Paſſages : 


% Tehavah ſaid, Even thus ſhall the Children of Ifrael

eat their defiled Bread, among the Gentiles whither 
will drive them. Behold, 1 will break the Staff of 


Bread in Jeruſalem, that they may want Bread and 
Water, and be aſtoniſhed one with another, and 


* conſume away for their Iniquity, Verſe 13, 16, 17, 


of the ſame Chapter. In like Manner, when the ſame 
Prophet ſhewed himſelf, and ſaid, ©* Behold I am your 
“ Sign,” it is alſo added, After the fame Manner 
« that I have done, ſo ſhall it be done unto them,“ 
Ezek. xii. 6, 11. The like is alſo underſtood con- 
cerning the Lord, where it is ſaid, * That he hath 


„ borne our Griefs, and carried our Sorrows; Jehovah. 


% hath laid on him the Iniquity of us all, by his Know- 
„ ledge ſhall he juſtify many, for he ſhall bear their 
« Iniquities,” Iſaiah xlii ; the whole of which Chapter 
treats concerning the Paſſion of the Lord. That the 
Lord himſelf, as the Great Prophet, repreſented the 
State of the Church, with Reſpect to the Word, apprars 
from the Particulars of his Paſſion, as, That he was 
« betrayed by Judas; that he was taken and condemn- 


« ed by the chief Prieſts and Elders ; that they ſmote 


4% him with the Hand; that they ſtruck him on the 
% Head with a Reed; that they put a Crown of Thorns 
4 on his Head; that they divided his Garments, and 
« caſt Lots for his Veſture; that they crucified him; 
« that they gave him Vinegar to drink; that they 
„ pierced his Side; that he was buried, and roſe again 
« on the third Day.” His being betrayed by Judas, 


_ ' GHenified that he was betrayed by the Jewiſh Nation, 


who had the Word amongſt them at that Time; for 
- Judas repreſented that Nation: His being taken and 
condemned by the chief Prieſts and Elders, ſigniſied 
that he was taken and condemned by all the Jewiſh 


Church: Their ſcourging him, ſpitting in his Face, 


ſmiting him, and ſtriking him on the Head with a Reed, 
ſiznified that they did the like unto the Word, with 
Reſpect to it's Divine Truths, all which relate = _ 
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Lord: Their putting a Crown of Thorns on his Head, 
ſignified that they had falſified and adulterated thoſe 
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Truths: Their dividing his Garments, and caſting: 


lots for his Veſture, ſignified, that they had divided 
and diſperſed all the Truths of the Word, but not it's 
1 Senſe, for the Veſture of the Lord ſignified 
at Part of the Word: Their erueifying him, ſignified 
that they had deſt ropes and prophaned the whole Word: 
Their giving him Vinegar te drink, ſignified that all 
was falſified and falſe, and therefore he did not drink it, 
but ſaid, It is fiſhed: Their piercing his Side, fignt-- 
fed that they had intirely extinguiſhed every Truth 
of the Word, and every Good thereof: His being buried, 
fignified the Rejection of the Reſidue of the Humanity 
taken from the Mother; and by his riſing again on the 


third Day, is ſignified his Glorification. The like 1s: - 


kgnified in the Prophets and Pſalms, where the ſame 
Things are predicted. On this Account alſo, after he 
had been ſcourged, and led out bearing the Crown off 
Thorns, and arrayed in a Purple Garment put on him 
by the Soldiers, he faid,“ Behold the Man,” + John 
xix. 1, 5. This he ſaid, becauſe by Man is ſignified” 
the Church, for by the Son of Man is meant the Truth 
of the Church, conſequently the Word. Hence then 
it appears, that by bearing Iniquities is meant to repre- 
ſent and to figure forth thoſe- Sins that are againſt the- 
Divine Truths of the Wordt That the Lord bore ſucr. 
Things, and fuffered as the Son of Man, and not as> 
the Son of God, will be ſhewr in the following Pages; 
for the Son of Man ſigniffes the Lord with Reſpect to 
the Word. | "I. 


17. We ſhall now proceed to ſhew what is figniſied 
In our Engliſh Verſion theſe Words are. put-into:the:Mouth of:

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by taking'away Sins: By the taking away Sins is ſigni- 
hed the fame Thing as by redeeming Man, and ſaving 
him; for the Lord came into the World, that Man 
might be ſaved, ſince without his Coming no Mortal could 
have been reformed and regenerated, conſequently no 
Mortal could have been ſaved ; but this became poſſible 
after that the Lord had taken away all the Power of the 
Devil, that is, of Hell, and had glorified his Humanity, 
that is, united it to the Divinity of the Father: Had 
not theſe 'I hings been effected, no Mortal could have 
received any Divine Truth to abide with him, and 
much leſs any Divine Good, for the Devil, that is, the 
Infernal Powers, who before had ſuch a ſuperior Influ- 
ence, would have plucked it out from his Hon, Hence 
then it appears that the Lord did not take away Sins by 
the Paſſion of ch» Croſs, but that he taketh them away, 
that is, removeth them, in ſuch as believe in him, and 
live according to his Commandments; as the Lord alſo 
teaches in Matthew, Think not that I am come to 
*« deſtroy the Law and the Prophets. Whoſoever ſhall | 
„% break one of theſe leaſt Commandments, and ſhall. , 
„ teach Men ſo, he ſhall be called the leaſt in the 
„ Kingdom of Heaven; but whoſoever ſhall do and 
« teach them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the 
„Kingdom of Heaven,” Chap. v. 17, 19. Common 
Reaſon alſo may teach every one, if it be at all enlight- 
ened, that Sins cannot be taken awzy from Man, except 
by actual Repentance, conſiſting in Man's ſeeing his 
Sins, imploring Help of the Lord, and afterwards 
defiſting from them : To ſee, belieye, and teach other- 
wiſe, is not agreeable to the Word, or to ſound Reaſon, 
but has it's Ground in ſome evil Luſt, and a depraved 
Will, which conſtitute Man's Propriety, or Selfhood, 
in Conſequence whereof Intelligence is perverted and 
debaſed into Folly, 
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That the Imputation of the Lord's Merit is Nothing 
elje, than a Remiſſion of Sins after Repentance. 


\ MS 

18. 1 is believed in the Church at this Day, that tlie 

1 Lord was ſent by the Father, to make an at- 
tonement for the Human Race, and that this was effect- 
ed by his fulfilling the Law, and ſuffering the Paſſion 
of the Croſs, and that thus he took away Damnation, 
and made Satisfaction; and that without ſuch Atone- 
ment, Satisfaction, and Propitiation, the Human Race 
would have periſhed in eternal Death; and this, by 
Reaſon of vindictive Juſtice, as it is termed by ſome. 
Now it is certainly true, that if the Lord had not come 
into the World, all Mankind would have periſhed :: But 
how it is to be underſtood that the Lord fulfilled all: 
Things of the Law, may be ſeen above, where that 
Subject was particularly treated on; and alſo why he 
ſuffered the th of the Croſs ; from which alſo it 
may he ſeen, that he did not fulfil the Law, and ſuffer 
the Croſs, on Account of any avenging Righteouſneſs, 
inaſmuch as that is no Divine Attribute; for the Divine 


Attributes are, Righteouſneſs, Love, Mercy, and 


Goodneſs, and God is Righte. ...neſs itſelf, Love itſelf, 
Mercy itſelf, and Goodneſs itfelf; and where theſe are, 
there is Nothing of Vengeance, conſequently there is 
no vindictive Juſtice, Now whereas the Fulfilling of 
the Law, and the Paſſion of the Croſs, have heretofore 
been generally underſtood in no other Senſe, then that 


the Lord did thereby make Satisfaction for the Human 


Race, and deliver Mankind from foreſeen or appointed 
Damnation; and whereas it became an eſtabliſhed Prin- 
ciple, following by ſeeming Connection, that Man was 
ſaved by a mere Belief that the Lord had done all this; 
hence has followed the received Tenet concerning the 
Imputation of the Lord's Merit, in Conſequence of con- 
. fidering

ſidering theſe two Things as a Means of Satisfaction, 


which had Relation only to that Merit: But this Tenet 
falls to the Ground from a right Attention to what was 
ſaid above concerning the Fulfilling of the Law by the 
Lord, and his Paſſion of the Croſs; and by ſuch Atten- 
tion it may be ſeen, that an Imputation of Merit is an 


Expreſſion without Senſe or Subſtance, unleſs it be 
underſtood to denote the Remiſſien of Sins after Repent- 


ance; for there is nothing belonging to the Lord that 


can poſſibly be unputed to Man, but Salvation from the 
Lord may be aſcribed, after that Man hath done the 


Work of Repentance, that is, after that he hath ſeen 


the Nature of his Sins, acknowledged them, and for. 
the future defiſteth from them, under a Perſuaſion that 


the Power ſo to do is given him from the Lord. In 
this Caſe Salvation is aſcribed to Man in ſuch a Sort, 
that he acknowledges that it is not. on Account of his 
own Merit or Righteouſneſs that he is ſaved, but by 


the Lord, who ſolely fought and conquered the Hells, 


and who alſo, at this preſent Time, does ſolely fight 
for Man, and conquer the Hells for him; theſe Things 
do properly conſtitute the Merit and Righteouſneſs of 


the Lord, and theſe can never be imputed to Man; for. 
in ſuch Caſe the Merit and Righteouſneſs of the Lord 


would be appropriated to Man as his own,. which is a. 
Thing impoſſible. Suppoſing an Imputation of this 
Kind poſſible, any impenitent and impious Man might, 
impute to himſelf the Merit of the Lord, and thereby 
think himſelf juſtified, which nevertheleſs would only 
be to defile what is holy by what is prophane, and fo 
1 the Name of the Lord; ſince in ſo doing the 


hinking Principle would be fixed in the Lord, and 
the Will Principle would be fixed in Hell, when not- 


withſtanding the Will Prineiple is the very Conſtituent. 
of Man's Life. There is a Faith which is of Gd, and 
a Faith which is of Man; thoſe have Faith which is of 


Cad, who do the Work of Repentance ; but thoſe heya 
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the Faith which is of Man, who do not the Work of 
Repentance, and yet think of imputation. Now the 
F aith which is of God is a living Faith, but the Faith 
which is of Man is a dead one. That the Lord himſelf 
and his Diſciples preached Repentance for the Remiſ- 
ſion of Sins, is evident from the following Paflages 
Jeſus began for to preach, and to ſay, Repent ye, for 
* the Kingdom of Heaven is at Hand,” Matthew iv. 
17. * Jeſus ſaid, Bring forth Fruits worthy of Re- 


«© pentance, and now alfo the Ax is laid unto the Root 


„of the Trees; every Tree therefore which bringeth 
« not forth good Fruit, is hewn down and caft into the 
« Fire,” Luke iii. 8, 9. * Jeſus ſaid, Except ye 
& repent, ye ſhall all periſh,” Luke iii. 5. © Jeſus 
« came preaching the Goſpel of the Kingdom of God, 
« ſaying, The Time is fulfilled, the. Kingdom of God 
« is at Hand, repent ye and believe the Goſpel,” Mark 


i. 14, 15. Jeſus ſent the Diſciples, who went out, 


& and preached that Men ſhould repent,” Mark vi. 12. 
& Jeſus ſaid unto the Apoſtles, that they ſhould preach 
4 in his Name Repentance and Remiſſion of Sins amongſt 
« all Nations, beginning at Jeruſalem,” Luke xxiv. 
47. John preached the Baptiſm of Repentance for 
«© the Remiſſion of Sins,” Luke iii. 3. Mark i. 4. By 
Baptiſm is ſignified ſpiritual Wathing, which is a 
Waſhing from Sins, and is called Regeneration, Re- 
ntance and the Remiſſion of Sins are thus deſeribed 

y the Lord in John: © He came unto his own, but 
« his own received him not; but as many as received 
% him, to them gave he Power to become the Sons of 
4% God, even to them that believe in his Name, which 


« were born, not of Bloods, nor of the Will of the 


« Fleſh, nor of the Will of Man, but of God,” 1. 11, 
12, 13. By his own are here ſignified thoſe who were 
then of the Church, and in Poſſeſſion of the Word; by 
the Sons of God that believe in his Name, are ſignified 


thoſe who believe in the Lord, and in the Word: By 
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Bloods are ſignified Falſifications of the Word, and the 
Confirmations of F altity from thence : The W Ill of the 
Fleſh, is Man's Will Propriety, which in itfelf is No- 


thing but Evil: The Will of Man ſignifies Man's in- 
tellectual Propriety, which in itſelf is mere Falſity: 
The born of God are thoſe who are regenerated by the 


Lord. Hereby it appears, that thoſe are ſaved, who 
are principled in the Good of heavenly Love, and in 
the Truths of Faith from the Lord; but not thoſe who 
abide in their own carnal Propriety.

That the Lord, with Reſp to his Divine Huma- 


nity, is called the Son of God; and the Son of Man 
with * to the Nord. 


19. FT is not known in the Church at this Dey. but 

that the Son of God is another Perſon of the 
Deity, diſtinct from the Perſon of the Father; hence 
has ariſen the prevailing Faith concerning the Son of 


God being born from Eternity. In Conſequence of 


the general Prevalence of this Notion, and of it's Rela- 
ting to God, he human Intellect has been ſo enthralled, 
as not to venture to exert itſelf in thinking freely and 
intellectually on the Subject, not eveu to aſk what is 
meant by being born from Eternity; for whoſoever 
thinks hereupon intellectually, will be led to ſay 


within himſelf, © The Subject is above my Compre- 
« henfion, but ſtill I ſay it becauſe others ſay it, and 1 
« believe it becaufe others believe it.“ But be it know n, 


that there is no ſuch Thing as a Son begotten from 
Eternity, and yet, that the Lord exiſted from Eternity: 
And 7 A4 it is known what the Lord is, and what the

call his Name God wrth us,” vii. 14. Where it clearly 
appears, that the Son conceived of God, and born of 
the Virgin, is he who ſhould be called God with us, 
conſequently who is the Son of God. This is alſo con- 

' firmed by what is ſaid in Matthew, Chap. 1. 22, 2g.

fo that he is one altogether, being one Perſon: Since 
« as the Soul and Body make one Man, ſo God and 
« Man is one Chriſt,” Theſe Words are taken from 
the Athanafian Doctrine of Faith, which is received 
throughout the Chriſtian World: "Theſe are —

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tial Things contained therein concerning the Union of 
the Divinity and Humanity in the Lord: What is fur- 
ther ſaid in the ſame Creed ery agg > Lord, will 
be explained in it's proper Article. From the above 
Quotation it clearly appears, that it is agreeable to he 
Faith of the Chriflian Church, that the Divinity and Hu- 
manity in the Lord are not two, but one, even as the 
Soul and Body are one Man; and that the Divinity in 
him aſſumed, or took to itſelf the Humanity. Hence 
it follows, that the Divinity cannot poſhbly be ſeparated 
from the Humanity, nor the Humanity from the Divi- 
nity; for to ſeparate them would be like ſeparating the 
Soul from the Body. "I hat this is the Caſe, will alſo 
be acknowledged by every one who reads what is cited- 
above at n. 19 and 21, from two of the-Eyangelifts,- 
namely, Luke i. 26 to 35; and from Matthew i. 18 
to 25, concerning the Nativity of the Lord; from 
which Paſlages it is manifeſt, that Jeſus was conceived 
of Jehovah God, and born of the Virgin Mary; fo that 
the Divinity was in him, and was his Soul. Now 
whereas his Soul was the eſſential Divinity of the Father, 
it follows, that the Body, or his Humanity, was alſo 
made Divine; for where the one is, there alſo muſt be 
the other. In this Manner, and no other, the Father 
and the Son are one, the Father in the Son, and the 
Son in the Father; and further, all Things of the Son 
are the Father's, and all Things of the Father are the 
= Son's, as the Lord himſelf teaches in his Word. But 
'W how the Union was accomplithed, ſhall be explained in 
the following Order: 1. That the Lord from Eternity 
is Jehovah. II. That the Lord from Eternity, or Je- 
hovah, aſſumed a Humanity to ſave Mankind. HI. 
That He made the Humanity Divine, by Virtue of Di- 
vinity in Himſelf, IV.

| Has been already ſpoken to above, n. 12, 13, 14; to 
which it may be expedient to add the following Obſer- 
vations, Temptations are Nothing elſe but ſpiritual 
Combats againſt Evils and Falfities ; and whereas Evils 
and Falfities are from Hell, Temptations, ſtrictly ſpeak - 
ing, are ſpiritual Combats againſt Hell, Even with 
Men, who undergo ſpiritual Temptations, there are 
evil Spirits from Hell, who occafion them: Man is ig- 
norant of this Origin of Temptations; but it has been 


given me to . by much Experience, . = 
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Thing is really ſo. Hence alſo it is, that when a Man 
conquers in Temptations by the Divine Aſſiſtance of 
the Lord, he is drawn out of Hell, and elevated into 
Heaven; ſo that by Temptations or Combats againſt 
Exils he is made ſpiritual, and thus an Angel. But the 
Lord fought by Virtue of his own proper Power againſt 
all the Hells, and wholly overcame and fubdued them; 
and whereas he at the fame Time glorified kis Humani- 
ty, thereby he holds them to Eternity under his Power 
and Authority: For before the Coming of the Lord, 
the Hells had riſen to ſuch a Heighth, that they began 
to infeſt the very Angels of Heaven themſelves, and 
alfo every Man coming into and going out of the World. 
The Reaſon why the Hells had riſen unte ſuch a 
Heighth, was, becauſe the Church was wholly in a 
ruined State, and Men in the World were principled in 
mere Falfities and Evils by Reaſon of their Idolatries, 
and of ſuch are the Hells compoſed : Henee it was, that 
unleſs the Lord had come into the World, no Man 
could have been ſaved. Concerning theſe Combats of 
the Lord, much is ſaid in the Pſalms of David, and in 
the Prophets, but little in the Evangeliſts. Theſe 
Combats are what are meant by the Temptations which 
the Lord endured, and of which the ſaſt was the Paſſion 
of the Croſs; and it is by Virtue thereof that the Lord 
is called a Saviour and Redeemer. This is alfo fo far 
known in the Church, as to give Occaſion to the gene- 
ral Confeflion, that the Lord conquered Death, or the 
Devil, that is, Hell, and aroſe victorious; as alſo, that 
without the Lord there is no Salvation. That the 
Lord alfo glorified his nan ng” and that thereby he 
became a Saviour, Redeemer, Reformer, and Regene- 
rator unto Eternity, will be ſhewn hereafter. That 
the Lord became a Saviour by his ſpiritual Temptations 
or Combats; is evident from many Paffages adduced 
above from the Word, at n. 12, 13, 14, and from the 
following in Iſaiah ; The Day of Vengeance is in my

FINAL TeMPTATION, was confirmed in it's proper 
Article above, where it was ſhewn, that the Lord came- 
into the World, in Order that he might ſubdue the 
Hells, and glorify his Humanity; and that the Paſſion 
of the Croſs was the final Combat, whereby he fully 
conquered the Hells, and fully glorified his Humanity. 
Now as the Lord, by the Paſhon of the Croſs, did fully. 
glorify his Humanity, that is, united it to his Divinity, 
and ſo of Conſequence alfo made his Humanity Divine, 
it follows, that he is Jehovah and God with Reſpect to 
both: It is on this Account, that in many Paſſages of 
the Word he is called Jehovah, God, and the Holy.

and Regenerator, are not two but one; for it is not 
only ſaid, in the Pailages quoted above, that Jehovah: 
God, and the Holy One of Iſrael, is a Redeemer and 
Saviour, but it is alſo ſuid that Jehovah is the Redeem- 


er and Saviour; and alfo farther, “I am Jehovah, and 


% hefides me there is no Saviour.“ Whence it mani- 
feſtly appears, that the Divinity and Humanity of the 
Lord are one Perſon, and that the Humanity is alſo 


Divine; for the Redeemer and Saviour of the World is 


no other than the Lord with Reſpect to the Divine Hu- 
manity, which is called the Son: For Redemption and 
Salvation 1s the proper Attribute of his Humanity, 
which is called Merit and Righteouſneſs, inaſmuch as“ 
it was his Humanity that endured Temptations and the 
Paſſion of the Croſs, and of Conſequence by the Hu- 
manity he ſaved and redeemed Mankind, Now where- 
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as, after the Union of the Humanity with the Divinity 


in himſelf, which was feſpectively like the Union of 
the Soul and Body in Man, they were no longer two 
but one Perſon, (agreeable to the Doctrine received 
throughout the Chrittian World) therefore the Lord is 
Jehovah and God with Refpect to each; and in that 
View is ſometimes called Jehovah, and the Holy One 
of Iſrael, the Redeemer and Saviour, and at other 
Times; Jehovah the Redeemer and Saviour, as may be 
ſeen in the Paſſages above quoted. He is called a Sa- 
viour which is Chriſt, Luke ij. ro, 11. John iv. 42. 
God and the God of Iſrael, the Saviour and Redeemer, 
Luke i.

35. That the Lord fnccuſftvely put off the Humanity 
which was taken from the Mether, and put on the Hu- 
manily from the Divinity in Iii, which is the Drome 
Fhemanity and the Son of G. I hat there was a Divi- 
nity and Humanity in the Lord, the Divinity from Je- 
hovah the Father, and the Flumanity from the Virgin 
Mary, is eenerilly acknowledged ; hence it is that he 
was God and Man, and that he had a Divine Eſſence 
and a Humen Nature, the Divine Eſſence from the 
Father, and the Human Nature from the Mother; and 
hence he was equi! to the Father with Reſpect to the 
Divinity, ant leſs than fre Father with Reſpect to the 
IInmanity : And farther; this Human Nature from the 

Ee N 3 Mother 
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Mother was not tranſmuted into the Divine Eſſence, 
neither commixed with it, as the Doctrine of Faith, 


which is called the Athanaſion Creed, teaches; for 


the Human Nature cannot be tranſmuted into the Di- 
vine Eſſence, neither commixed therewith. Neverthe- 
leſs, by our Doctrine we maintain, that the Divinity 
aſſumed a Humanity, that is, united it to itſelf, juſt as 
a Soul is united to it's Body, ſo that they were not two, 
but one Perſon; from which Circumſtance it follows, 
that he put off the Humanity taken ftom the Mother, 
which in itſelf was like unto the Humanity of another 
Man, and conſequently material, and put on the Hu- 
manity from the Father, which in itſelf was like unto 
it's Divinity, and conſequently fubſtantial, by Virtue 


whereof the Humanity was alſo made Divine. Hence 
it is, that in the prophetical Part of the Word, the 


Lord is alſo, with Reſpect to the Humanity, called Je- 
hovah, and God; and in the Word of the Evangeliſts, 
the Lord, God, the Meſſiah, or Chriſt, and the Son 
of God, who is to be believed in, and by whom Men 
are to be ſaved. Now whereas the Lord had from the 
Beginning a Humanity from the Mother, and ſucceſ- 
fively put off the ſame, that is, glorified or made it Di- 
vine, therefore during his Abode in the World, he 
paſſed through two States, one a State of Humiliation, 
or emptying himſelf, and the other a State of Glorifi- 
cation, or Union with the Divinity which 1s called the 


Father: The State of Humiliation was at the Time 


and in the Degree that he was in the Humanity from 


the Mother, and the State of Gloriſication, at 


the Time and in the Degree that he was in the 


Humanity from the Father. In the State of Huinilia- 


tion he prayed unto the Father, as to one different from 
himſelf; but in the State of Glorification he ſpoke with 
the Father as with himſelf: In this latter State he ſaid, 
that the Father was in him, and he in the Father, and 
that the Father and he were one; but in the State of 

| | | Humiliation 


. a 
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_ Humiliation he underwent Temptations, and ſuffered 
the Croſs, and prayed unto the Father not to forſake 
him; for the Divinity could not be tempted, much leſs 
could it ſuffer the Croſs. Hence then it appears, that 


by Temptations, and continual Victories therein, and 
by the Paſſion of the Croſs, which was the laſt of thoſe 
Temptations, he entirely conquered the Hells, and 
fully glorified the Humanity, as was ſhewn above. 


That the Lord put off the Humanity from the Mother, 
and put on the Humanity from the Divinity in himſelt, 
which is called the Father, appears alſo from this Con- 
ſideration, that fo often as the Lord ſpoke by his own 
Mouth unto the Mother, he did not call her Mother, 
but Woman: We read only three Times in the Evan- 
geliſts, that the Lord ſpoke by his own Mouth unto 
the Mother, and concerning her, and at thoſe Times 
he twice called her Woman, and once he did not ac- 
knowledge her as his Mother. That twice he called her 


Woman, we read in John;“ The Mother of Jeſus ſaid. 
* unto him, I hey have no Wine; Jeſus ſaid unto her, 


„oman, what have I to do with thee? mine Hour is 
£6 not yet come,” ii. 4+ And again, &© When Jeſus 
©& from the Croſs ſaw his Mother and the Difciple ſtand- 
„ing by, whom he loved, he ſaid unto his Mother, 
© Woman, behold thy Son; then ſaith he to the Diſci- 
„ ple, Behold thy Mother,” xix. 26, 27. That he 


once did not acknowledge her, we read in Luke; It 
© was told Jeſus by certain, which ſaid, Thy Mother 
«and thy Brethren ſtand without, - deſiring to ſee thee ;_ 


« Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, My Mother and

aroſe with his whole Body, he not only declared it by

Concerning this proceeding Sphere it has been given 
me to know many extraordinsry Particulars, which it 
is needleſs to relate in this Place. Every Man, who. 
has a Regard to the Will of God, is, after Death, firſt 
inſtructed by Angels, that the Holy Spirit is not a Per- 
ſon ſeparate from the Lord, and that to go forth and. 
proceed, has no other Meaning than to enlighten and 
teach by the Preſence of the Lord, which is ever done - 
according to the Reception of him: Hence many, after 
Death, put off the Idea conceived in the World con- 
cerning the Holy Spirit, and receive this Idea, that it 
is the Preſence of the Lord with Men by Angels and 
Spirits, by and according to which a Man is enlightened 
and taught. Moreover, it is cuſtomary in the Word 
to name two Divinities, and fometimes three, which, 
hotwithſtanding, are but one, as Jehovah and God, 
ehovah and the Holy One of Ifrael, Jehovah and the 
Mighty One of Jacob, alſo God and the Lamb; but 
inaſmuch as theſe are but one, it is alſo ſaid in other 
Places, Jehovah is God alone, Jehovah only is Holy, 
and he is the Holy One of Iſrael, and there is none

they were in Viſion they were not in the Body, but in 
the Spirit, in which State they ſaw ſuch Things as are 
in Heaven; but when Jehovah ſpoke with them, they 
were in the Body, and heard him ſpeaking. "Theſe 
two States of the Prophets are to be right! Gin uiſh- 
ed; for in the State of Vin the Eyes of their Spirits 
were open, and the Eyes of their Bodies ſhut, at which 
Time they alſo appeared to themſelves to be carried 
from Place to Place, the Body all the while remaining 
in it's own Place.

« of God into Chaldea to them of the Captivity. So 
« the Vifion that I had ſeen went up from me, Chap. 
xi. I, 24» ** He ſaid that the Spirit took him up, and 
he heard behind him a Voice of a great Ruſhing [ar 

% Earthquakez] with other Things,” Chap. ij. 12, 14. 
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© Alf, that the Spirit lifted him up between the Earth 

% and Heaven, and brought him in the Viſions of God to 
« Jeruſalem, where he ſaw their Abominations,” Chap. 
viii, 3. In like Manner alſo it was in the Viſion of God, 
or in the Spirit, that he ſaw tlie four Animals, which 
were the Cherubims, Chap. i. and Chap. x. alſo the 
New Earth, and the New Temple, and the Angel 
meaſuring it, which is related from Chap. xl. to Chap. 
xlviii. that he was then in the Viſions of God he ſays 
himſelf, Chap. xl. 2; and that the Spirit took him up. 
Chap. xlili. 5. The like happened unto Zechariah, 
in whom was an Angel, when he faw the Man riding 
among the Myrtle Trees, Zech. i. 8; when he ſaw 
the four Horns, and afterwards the Man who had a 
Meaſuring Line in his Hand, Chap. ii. 1; alſo, when 
he ſaw Joſhua the High Prieſt, Chap. iii. 1. &c. alſo, 
when he ſaw the Candleſtick, and the two Olive Trees, 
Chap. iv. 2, 3; when he ſaw the flying Roll and 
Ephah, Chap. v. 1, 6; and when he ſaw the four 
Chariots coming out from between two Mountains, and 
the Horſes, Chap. vi. 1. In the ſame State alſo was 
Daniel, when he ſaw the four Beafts aſcend out of the 
Sea, Daniel vii. 3; and when he ſaw the Battle between 
the Ram and the He-Goat, Chap. viii. 1, &c. That 
he ſaw theſe Things in Viſions, is declared in Chap. 
Vil, 1, 2, 7, 13- Chap. viii. 2. Chap. x. 7, 8; that 
the Angel Gabriel was ſeen by him in a Viſion, and 
ſpoke with him, Chap. ix. 21, 22. The like hap- 
pened alfo unto John, when he wrote the Apocalypſe, 
who ſays, he was in the Spirit on the Lord's Day, Apoc. 
L. 10. That he was carried away in the Spirit into 
the Wilderneſs, Chap. xvii. 2. t he was carried 
in the Spirit to a great and high Mountain, Chap. xxi. 
10. That he ſaw Horſes in a Yifion, Chap. ix. 17; 
and elſewhere, where he relates, that he ſaw thoſe

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the Word this threefold Principle is mentioned under 


direct Names, as the Soul and Body, and what pro- 
ceedeth from them, are mentioned under direct Names, 


although at the ſame Time they be one. The Word 


alſo, in it's literal Senſe, is ſach, that it diſtinguiſhes 
the Things which are one, as if they were not one; 
hence it is that Jehovah, who is the Lord from Eterni- 
ty, is at one Time named Jehovah, at another Jehovah 
of Hoſts, at another Time God, at another the Lord, 
and at the fame Time the Creator, Saviour, Redeem- 
er, and Former, or Maker, alſo Schaddai; and his 
Humanity, which he aſſumed in the World, is named 
Jeſus, Chriſt, the Meffiah, the Son of God, the Son 
of Man; and in the Word of the Old Teſtament, God, 
the Holy One of Ifrael, the Anointed of Jehovah, the 
King, the Prince, the Counſellor, the Angel, and Da- 
vid. Now, fince the Word is ſuch in the ſenſe of the 
Letter, that it diſting.:.ſhes by ſeveral Names thoſe 
who neverthelefs are One, therefore the Chriſtians of 
the firſt Ages, who were plain, ſimple Men, and un- 
derſtood all Parts of the Word according to the ſenſe 
of the Letter, diſtinguiſhed the Divinity into three 
Perſons; which on Account of their Simplicity, was 
permitted; but yet with this Reſtriction, that they 
| thould believe concerning THE SON, that he was in- 
finite, uncreate, omnipotent, God and Lord, and al- 
together equal to the Father; and ſhould- further be- 
lieve, that Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, are not 


Two or Three, but One in Efſence, Majeſty, and 


» Glory, confequently in Divinity. They who thus 

believe in Simplicity according to Doctrme, and do not 
confirm themſelves, in there being Three Gods, but 
confider the Trinity as conſiſting in Unity, are, after 
their Deceaſe, inſtructed from the Lord by Angels; 
that He Himſelf is that One, and that Trine; which 
Faith is alſo received by all who enter into Heaven: 
For no One can be admitted into Heaven, who _

he may ſay there is but One: For the Life of the 
whole Heaven, and all the Wiſdom of Angels, is ET 
ed on the acknowledgment and conſequent cenfeſſion 
of One God, and on the Faith that this One God is 
alſo Man, on that he is the Lord, who is at once both 
God and Man. Hence it appears, that it was of Di- 
vine Permiſſion that the Chriſtians did at firſt receive 
the Doctrine concerning T hree Perſons, but with this 
Reſtriction, that they received at the ſame Time this 
Faith, that the Lord was the infinite God, Almighty, 
and Jehovah ; ; for had they not received this F aith, the 
Church muſt needs have periſhed, inaſmuch as a Church 
exiſts as ſuch ovly from the Lord, and all Things per- 
taining to eternal Life are derived only from him, and 
not from any other. That a Church exiſts as ſuch 
from the Lord, may appear from this ſingle Conſider- 
ation, that the whole Word, from it's Beginning to it's 
End, treats only of him, as. is thewn above, and that 
he is to be believed in, and that thoſe who do not be- 
lieve in him have not eternal Life ; nay, that „the 
% Wrath of God abideth on them,” Toki 4 iii. 36. Now 
whereas every one may ſee intuitively, that if God is

Temptations and the Paſſion of the Croſs) and the Hu- 
manity from the Father, in which he was in a State of 


Glorification or Union: For the Lord atſumed in the 


World a Humanity conceived of Jehovah, who is the 
Lord from Eternity, which Humanity was born of the 
Virgin Mary ; hence he had both a Divinity and Hu- 
manity, a Divinity from his Godhead that was from 


Eternity, and a Humanity from the Virgin Mary born 


in Time; but he put on or aſſumed a Divine Humanity ; 
This Humanity is what is called the Divine Humanity, 
and what is meant in the Word by the Son of God. 
When therefore the preceeding Paſſages in the Doctrine 
concerning the Incarnation, are underſtood of the 
material Humanity, in which the Lord was when in the 
State of Humiliation; and the ſubſequent Paſſages 
therein are underſtood as ſpoken concerning the Divine 
Humanity, in which he was when in a State of Glorifi- 
cation, then all Things therein do agree therewith, 
With the material Humanity, in which he was when in the 
State of Humiliation, theſe preceding Paſſages in that

End, which New Church was to be founded on this 
Acknowledgement of the Lord as a firſt and principle 
Truth. This Church is what is meant by the New 
Jeruſalem there mentioned, into which none can enter, 
but ſuch as acknowledge the Lord; and that whoſo- 
ever doth not ſo acknowledge him is not admitted there- 
in; for Heaven exiſts as ſuch ſolely from the Lord. It 
is this Acknowledgement, grounded in Love and Faith, 
which cauſeth all the Inhabitants of Heaven to be in 
the Lord, and the Lord in them, according to what he 
himſelf teaches in John, In that Day ye ſhall know 
that I am in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you,“ 


xiv. 20. And again, Abide in me, and I in you: 


I am the Vine, ye are the Branches, he that abideth 
in me and I in him, the ſame bringeth forth much 
1% Fruit; for without me ye can do Nothing: If a Man
